boycott of the Olympic games apparently endorsed at 
a black youth conference in Los Angeles by such 
prominent athletes as Tommie Smith, Lee Kvans and 
Lew Alelndor. The boycott was announced by Harry 
Kdwards, a sociology professor at San Jose State and 
a former athlete. 


Jesse Owens is 51 years old and hasn't run a 100-vard 


dash since he was timed in !).7 at an exhibition in the 
Philippines—when he was C! years old. lie has four 
grandchildren and has had pneumonia three times, 
plus lacerated disks in his back, and has been ordered 
to cul down on his speaking engagements to 100 a year. 
He has also been in trouble with the income tax people. 


Mill Jesse is virbrant when it comes to talking about 


what it means to be an American. There is no bitter- 
ness in the man 
vUto won four gold medals for Ihe

"We went and competed and we conquered and 


through that, many good things have happened." says 
Owens. "I think these bovs can do more l>> competing 
than by slaying al home.

Hecau.se the men who have spoken out against the 


boycott tend to be the older men whose accomplish- 
ments arc behind them, Owens Is aware he may be 
labeled an l.'ncle Tom. 


"I'Aeryone," he says, "has a right to freedom of 


expression. To me, the most important thing is to be 
in the main stream of American life, to be a first-class 
citi/en. I'm a l w a v s conscious of being a Negro. I also 
w a n t lo let people know w h a t we are. The only way 
we can do it is not to w i t h d r a w but to participate." 


And participating in the Olvmplcs remains for him
